A QUARANTINE FENCE,

e -———

Arizoss can claim soother movelly
which is ne lves thun & Etrong barbed
wire fence constrncted by steckmen on
tho liue between Arizons and Somors
for a distavce of over 100 miles.

Last week B. A. Packerd, the ecattle
prince of Cochise, closed the gap of 30
miles between the San Rafael aud the
fence which extends westward from the
Sovore line, so thet there is au impas-
sable barrier hotween Bonora and Ariz-
ous from the New Mexico line upto
sud threugh the San Rafael, except st
publie bighways which are provided
with gates ur movesble fences.

The precautiou which made this fence
a vecverity wuw the fact that & gnarsu-
tive had been declured against cattle in
the esstern region of Bovors, on se-
connt of the fever ticks, which is said
1o prevail among berds in that Tegion.
A lurge womber of stock of Arizons
berds were constautly strayiog acrosa
the line iuto Sunura. Uuder the quar-
autive regnlations these cattle would
vut be retarved to their berds in Aniz-
oups on socount of the quarsutive, which
wis provivg = grest less to Arizona
stockmen, bence the only way to mert
the problems was & fence which wonld
prove a complete gnarsntine agsinst
Sunors cattle as well s prevent Ariz-
ous stock from straying mcross the
line.

The completion of this fence will be
welcome iutelligence to stockmen ol
Arizous; as there was danger ol the
infected stock getting mized np with
tbeir berds, aud the result wonld Lave
been 8 qguarsutine declared sgninst
soutbern Arizous. Bat this protection
which these stockmen along ke line
Luve built for thetbelves will be for
the benefit of the eulire territory, aud
the davger of & quarauline being es
tablisliod wgainst Arizona from this
source no longer exists, —Stur,
